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Dangerous under-staffing: Eirene Massow baby Ruby was stillborn after an error at Kingston Hospital 


A distraught mother whose baby 
was stillborn due to a hospital’s 
negligence has slammed Govern¬ 
ment cuts to the NHS which could 
see more children dying. 

Eirene Massow, 39, and her hus¬ 
band Larry, of Cunliffe Road in 
Stoneleigh, were left devastated by 
baby Ruby’s death on April 12 last 
year at Kingston Hospital. 

The couple, who also have a three- 
year-old daughter Ella and another 
baby on the way, successfully sued 
Kingston Hospital NHS Trust in De¬ 
cember 2011 for clinical negligence 
after they found a series of staff 
blunders led to the stillbirth. 

In an investigation into Ruby’s 
death, the hospital admitted Mrs 
Massow’s repeated concerns about 
the baby feeling small and its lack 
of movement were not noted. 

When, at 36 weeks, the concerns 
were finally acted upon, without

urgency or clear communication 
between staff she says, it was too 
late. 

Following a growth scan of Ruby 
at 36 weeks, Mrs Massow had an 
immediate caesarean section to re¬ 
move the baby. 

The baby girl was born small, but 
without any congenital abnormali¬ 
ties, although she had been suffer¬ 
ing from a condition called 
thrombosis, which prevents nutri¬ 
ents passing from mother to baby, 
which led to her death. 

Mrs Massow said: “When I woke 
up and heard she hadn’t made it I 
was in shock, in my own world. 

“People say ‘So and so has broken 
my heart’ but the pain I felt inside 
my chest was like a piece of my 
heart had gone. 


“Ruby’s death could have been 
prevented - the hospital killed my 
baby.” 

The couple were initially offered 
£35,000 in compensation, which 
they refused, before settling on a 
slightly larger sum last month. 

Kingston Hospital said staff 
would be retrained and communi¬ 
cation improved following Ruby’s 
death, but Mrs Massow does not 
find these assurances to be ade¬ 
quate and believes the climate of 
NHS funding cuts is putting the 
lives of babies at risk. 

She said: “Kingston Hospital is 
under-staffed and there are too 
many maternity patients so things 
are being missed. 

“It needs more midwives who 
earn a decent wage because their 
mistakes cost lives. You can’t make 
cuts to the NHS because it’s peo¬ 
ple’s lives you are playing with.

“This shouldn’t have happened in 
this day and age.” 

Anna Dellaway, head of mid¬ 
wifery at Kingston Hospital NHS 
Trust, said it was “very sorry for 
the sad and tragic loss of Ruby” but 
the perinatal mortality rate for the 
hospital is low - at four in 1,000 
births. 

She said: “A detailed investigation 
was carried out and an action plan 
agreed and implemented, which fo¬ 
cused on refining communication 
between staff and patients, escala¬ 
tion processes and staff training on 
foetal growth, which continue to be 
an integral part of our staff train¬ 
ing programme. 

“We believe our unit is safe and 
women should feel confident about 
giving birth here. All pregnancies 
are different and sadly there will be 
a small number of cases that will 
have complications.”

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Cops catch con man

A man who tried to con a frail 
pensioner out of £80 was 
snared following a cunning 
sting by police.

She repeated that she did not 
want any work done and did 
not have any money anyway, 
Ridgely then said he would ac¬ 
cept £50 instead. 

Concerned about him coming 
back the following day, the pen¬ 
sioner called police and they 
sent two officers to wait at the 
house for the man’s return.

With one plain clothed officer 
in an unmarked police car out¬ 
side the house and another 
uniformed officer waiting in 
the pensioner’s dining room, 
Ridgely arrived just after 
9.30am. 

With the uniformed officer, 


PC Chris Simpson, listening to 
every word, Ridgely repeated 
his demand for £80 and told her 
the work had been done the 
previous afternoon. 

As soon as he heard this, PC 
Simpson challenged the man 
who, when interviewed, 
claimed he was going to re¬ 
place four tiles and clean the 
gutter. 

The trickster, who was sen¬ 
tenced at Croydon Crown 
Court on August 14, admitted 
fraud by false representation 
and received a curfew/tag for 
four months between 9pm- 
6am. 

PC Duncan Harris, of Sutton 
police’s crime prevention 
team, said residents should 
refuse entry, and refuse to pay 
money, to any unknown and 
unexpected callers. 

He said: “Residents are ad¬ 
vised not to do business with 
unsolicited workmen who call 
at their door.”

A former banker who illegally 
touted for passengers when he 
was short of cash has been fined. 

Ifthika Ahamadeen, 49, of 
Hampton Road, Worcester Park, 
tried to use his car to pick up pas¬ 
sengers off the street - a practise 
only permitted for black cab 
drivers. 

He pleaded guilty to touting for 
hire and using a motor vehicle 
without third party insurance 
when he appeared for sentencing 
at South West London Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Tuesday, July 31. 

The court heard Ahamadeen had 
picked up two female passengers 
from outside Oceana nightclub in 
Kingston and agreed to take them 
home for £22, at about 3am on 
July 7. 

The opportunist driver was not 
licensed or insured to carry pay¬ 
ing passengers and was stopped 
by police in Church Grove, Hamp¬ 
ton Wick, after they spotted his 
Vauxhall Saphira travel over 
Kingston Bridge. 

Ahamadeen’s defence was that 
he had been made redundant from 
his job as a banker and was work¬ 
ing night shifts at a bakery to 
make money for his young child. 

Ahamadeen was warned that the 
laws governing taxis and private 
hire vehicles were to protect the 
public as well as drivers. 

Ahamadeen was fined £160, told 
to pay £85 costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge, and was also given 10 
points on his driving licence.

An inspirational musician has 
made history by becoming the 
first one-handed pianist to gradu¬ 
ate from a prestigious performing 
arts school. 

Nicholas McCarthy, of White- 
gate Way in Tadworth, graduated 
from London’s Royal College of 
Music in July. 

Born without a right hand, he 
decided to pursue a career as a 
professional pianist after seeing a 
friend perform a piano sonata by 
Beethoven, aged 14. 

Despite his disability he won a 
place at the junior department of 
the Guildhall School of Music at 
17 and then went on to attend the 
Royal College - and has created an 
international media storm since 
news broke of his graduation. 

The 23-year-old said: “Playing 
the piano came naturally to me 
and I fell in love with it. 

“I’ve had my fair share of nega¬ 
tivity, but it’s all about how you 
deal with that. 

“I was turned away from an 
early audition by one head teacher 
who felt I just wouldn’t be able to 
play, but I used that in a positive 


way to carry on. 

“To have graduated from one of 
the best conservatoires in Europe 
and to have made history at the 


same time was very special. I hope 
people will be inspired by my 
story.” 

Mr McCarthy plays music 


written for one-handed pianists, 
developed by composers, such as 
Prokofiev and Ravel, who would 
perform one-handed set pieces at 
the end of their concerts. 

He describes his energetic per¬ 
formances as like watching 
“pyrotechnics on the piano”. 

He said: “People are very curi¬ 
ous about my playing and are as¬ 
tonished when they see what is 
possible with only the left hand. 

“Disabled and non-disabled peo¬ 
ple contact me and draw on my de¬ 
termination to overcome things 
when they realise I have carried 
on with sheer determination.” 

Mr McCarthy said he would love 
to be a recording artist in the fu¬ 
ture, but is “happy for that to hap¬ 
pen when it happens” and, in the 
meantime, is excited to be playing 
at the Fairfield Halls in Croydon - 
a venue he will be returning to 
for the first time as a headline 
act.

Suds law as car wash

A pensioner has claimed he has 
been taken to the cleaners after a 
car wash catastrophe cost him a 
£55 parking ticket. 

Grant Pyke, fell foul of a CCTV 
vehicle while cleaning his car out¬ 
side his house in Green Lane, 
Worcester Park. 

Mr Pyke had parked his car 
with two wheels on the road and 
two on the grass verge outside his 
house in order to allow traffic to 
flow past. 

The 75-year-old, who is a keen 
cyclist for Kingston Phoenix cy¬ 
cling club, said: “I was trying to 
make sure people could drive 
past, I was being considerate be¬ 
cause I know how busy this road 
gets, it's very narrow.” 

But as he was applying the suds, 
the eagle-eyed CCTV car trawled 
past and captured his alleged 
discretion. 

He said: “I didn’t think anything 
of it at the time, then I got the let¬ 
ter through the post. 

“I realised when I saw the pic¬ 
ture, which actually shows me 
with the bucket and cloth clean¬ 
ing the car, it was taken by the 
CCTV car. 

“I just thought, great, that was 
an expensive car wash.” 

Mr Pyke appealed the ticket as 


soon as he received it, but found 
out on Friday, August 3, his ap¬ 
peal was unsuccessful. 

The former architectural assis¬ 
tant and current Sainsbury’s 
employee said he could not be¬ 
lieve it. 

He said: “I thought they would 
see sense after seeing the appeal, I 
mean, I was right outside my 
house.” 

A Sutton Council spokesman 


said: “This penalty charge was 
issued because the car was 
parked on the grass verge at the 
side of the road. 

“This can damage verges and 
spoil the appearance of our 
streets. 

“This, in turn, can then cause a 
potential inconvenience to resi¬ 
dents and a cost to the council 
should we have to rectify any 
damage.”

Broadcasting dream 
dashed by guide dog 


A blind woman who was 
rejected as a radio volunteer 
on health and safety grounds 
has called for disabled 
people to be given the same 
opportunities to work as the 
able-bodied. 

June Bowden, who lives in 
Swail House, a home for the 
blind in Epsom, had a long¬ 
standing ambition to be a 
radio talkshow host. 

She decided to pursue her 
dream after being told she 
had an ideal voice for the job 
by a broadcaster from BBC 
Radio Surrey. 

The 58-year-old contacted 
Epsom Hospital Radio, a 
volunteer-run station for 
patients, in 2010 but was upset 
after station bosses turned 
her away because she and her 
guide dog Rosa represented a 
health and safety risk.

Mrs Bowden said: “They 
were worried my guide dog 
would be a health and safety 
risk in the hospital if I was to 
go on the wards and take 
requests from patients, so I 
offered to leave her at home. 

“But then they felt I would 
be a health and safety risk 
without the dog - as well as 
with her. 

“What if I had a relative in 
the hospital to visit? We could 
make health and safety legis¬ 
lation an excuse for not going 
out. 

“Disabled people are pillo¬ 
ried for not working - why 
should we sit at home when 
we can contribute to society?” 

The Epsom Guardian 
contacted Mrs Bowden after 


she called in to LBC radio on 
Sunday in response to a 
discussion asking whether 
life for disabled people was 
getting better. 

She said she contacted the 
Royal National Institute of 
Blind People (RNIB) follow¬ 
ing her rejection but was in¬ 
formed the same anti- 
discrimination laws, which 
apply to those in paid employ¬ 
ment, do not apply to volun¬ 
teers. 

An RNIB spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed that volunteers are 
treated differently to paid 
employees under the Equality 
Act of 2010, the basis of anti- 
discrimination law in Britain. 

Both Epsom and St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS 
Trust and Epsom Hospital 
Radio were contacted, but 
declined to comment.

An injured cuckoo flown to 
Italy by plane to “catch up” 
on its migration after treat¬ 
ment has been successfully 
released to join its fellow 
birds.

Ms Kells said: “The re¬ 
lease went beautifully - it 
was a really amazing day. 

“She sat on my hand for 
ages then flew off straight 
to a big tree. 

“When we wandered 
over we saw it was covered 
in caterpillars. 

“She then called for the 
first time. We’d had her in a 
month and she never made 
a sound, it was one of those 
really emotional, unrealis¬ 
tic moments. It was an 
amazing feeling. I was cry¬ 
ing my eyes out.” 

Cuckoos are brood para¬ 
sites, meaning they lay eggs 
in the nests of dunnocks, 
reed warblers and meadow 
pipits. 

Once hatched, the chick 
ejects the legitimate occu¬ 
pants and then gets fed by 
its unsuspecting foster 
parents.

Tears of joy and disappoint¬ 
ment flowed last week as an¬ 
other crop of A-level students 
found out their results. 

The majority of schools re¬ 
ported they were happy with 
their results although not all of 
the schools contacted have 
responded. 

At Rosebery School, in 
Whitehorse Drive, Epsom, 32 
per cent of pupils achieved A*- 
A grades while 99.7 per cent 
(out of 126) of the school 
passed with A-E grades. 

Eighteen students managed 
to get at least three straight A 
grades. A spokesman for the 
school said: “We are thrilled 
with our outstanding results, 
the best ever.” 

There was also good news at 
St John’s in Leatherhead 
where 81 per cent of students 
achieved A* to B grades, up 
from 74 per cent last year. 

Thirty students, out of 115 
pupils taking the exams, at the 
school achieved three A grades 
or better. 

Headmaster Martin Collier 
said: “These excellent results 
stand as testament to the 
efforts of the pupils and the 


dedication of the staff. 

“I am delighted the upper 
sixth form pupils are leaving St 
John’s with such strong quali¬ 
fications.” 

Blenheim High School cele¬ 
brated a bumper crop of re¬ 
sults this year with 43 per cent 
of grades achieved being A*-B. 

Head of the sixth form at 
Blenheim, Mr James Preece, 
said: “We are once again very 
pleased with our results this 
year. Our students have se¬ 
cured places at top universities 
all around the country and 
their successes are very well 
deserved.” 

Emily Jones gained valuable 
experience writing for the 
Epsom Guardian through the 
Young Journalist scheme and 


she can now look forward to 
pursuing her dream of becom¬ 
ing a writer having secured 
her place at Warwick Universi¬ 
ty to study English literature. 

Epsom and Ewell High 
School recorded a 97.5 per cent 
pass rate from the 108 students 
who took the exams. 

Across the country, girls 
have generally outperformed 
boys for getting A grades, but 
this year saw boys narrowly 
ahead of girls at achieving the 
highest A* grades - 8 per cent 
compared with 7.9 per cent. 

However, despite a minor fall 
in A and A* results there 
has been an increase in the 
overall pass rate which has 
risen for the 30th year in 
succession.

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Reptile rumours worry residents 



Warning: Keep dogs on a lead

Venomous snakes surfacing in 
a scenic park have driven away 
worried residents and pet own¬ 
ers after claims that several 
small dogs have been bitten. 

Dolly Hardy, of Redford Av¬ 
enue in Wallington, stopped 
walking her dog in Nork Park, 
in Banstead, a week ago after 
hearing rumours that three 
dogs had been bitten by adders 
and noticing a number of holes 
in the grass. 

She said a notice was put up 
warning the public to beware 
of the reptiles on August 21, 
but believes more needs to be 
done to protect children and 
pets from harm. 

The 72-year-old said: “I heard 
about it a week ago and then 
noticed holes in the ground, 
which is where the snakes

must hibernate. 

“A sign has gone up at the 
park, but only at one of the 
entrances. 

“People don’t know about the 
adders and small dogs and 
children could be hurt. Dogs 
need to be kept on leads and 
people need to be aware.” 

However, wildlife expert 
Simon Cowell, founder of 
Leatherhead-based charity the 
Wildlife Trust, said adders 
have been around in British 
parks for generations and are 
timid, unless provoked. 

He said: “Adders are seen at 
this time of year, particularly 
in the mornings, because they 
come out to bask in the sun¬ 


shine, but they are timid and 
vanish as soon as they are 
noticed. 

“They have been around for 
generations and even though 
the adder is a venomous snake, 
its venom is weak. 


“If a dog or a small child gets 
bitten they should go to the vet 
or the hospital, but adders are 
timid as long as they are not 
provoked or attacked, when 
they will act to defend 
themselves.” 


Snake facts 

• The Latin name for this type 
of adder is vipera berus and it 
is a venomous viper species. 

• Adders diet consists mainly 
of small mammals, such as 
mice, voles, and shrews, as 
well as lizards. 

• The reptiles are widespread 
and can be found throughout 
most of Western Europe and 
Asia. 

• Relatively speaking bites 
from adders are not highly 
dangerous, but there have 
been 14 known fatalities from 
adder bites since 1876 in the 
UK - the last was a five-year- 
old child in 1975. 


Arrests at

Dr Ruth Charlton, joint 
medical director and consul¬ 
tant paediatrician at Epsom, 
Sutton and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals, is supporting the gold 
medallist and Tour de 


France winner as he calls 
for a new law to make wear¬ 
ing a helmet mandatory for 
cyclists. 

Dr Charlton said: “During 
my career I have treated cy¬ 
clists, including lots of chil¬ 
dren, who have been very 
badly injured, and I know 
first-hand the difference 
that a helmet can make. 


“All too often, these in¬ 
juries could have been less¬ 
ened or avoided if the cyclist 
had been wearing a correct¬ 
ly fitted helmet. And that’s 
why I’m backing Bradley 
Wiggins’ call for helmets to 
be made compulsory while 
cycling - this is a matter of 
life or death.” 

Her advice includes 


making sure you have a cor¬ 
rectly fitted hard shell safe¬ 
ty helmet and ensuring that 
your lights work. 

Other tips include switch¬ 
ing off your personal music 
system, mobile phone and 
making sure that you are 
clearly visible.

Thousands of residents 
plunged into chaos last week 
when their telephone connec¬ 
tions were lost have been re¬ 
connected. 

Telephone landlines went 
down in Stoneleigh on Tues¬ 
day after vandals damaged 
150m of vital underground 
cables. 

Many businesses, including 
the post office, were forced to 
shut as they were unable to 
make calls or use credit card 
facilities.

He said: “All the main works 
were completed to restore ser¬ 
vices on Friday, and we are 
dealing with a small number 
of residual faults which were 
not cleared when this was 
done. 

“Engineers are working to 
clear these final faults as 
quickly as possible.”

A pub which has been serving 
the Ewell community since the 
18th century is to be converted 
into a fast food restaurant. 

The Organ and Dragon, a Thai 
restaurant and pub in London 
Road in Ewell, closed on July 17, 
after its owner Punch Taverns 
sold the freehold. 

The sale ignited concerns 
from residents that the historic 
watering hole would be turned 
into a supermarket, nightclub, 
new housing or be torn down - 
but it was this week confirmed 
that it has been bought by fast 
food chain KFC. 

In a letter to the residents,

Pegasus Planning Group (PPG), 
said the existing building would 
be retained and run as a KFC 
restaurant and takeaway, in a 
move creating 40 full and part- 
time jobs. 

Although planning permis¬ 
sion is not required for the 
building to continue as a restau¬ 
rant, it is necessary for it be 
turned into a takeaway. 

In the letter, David Onions, of 
PPG, said: “Some limited alter¬ 
ations are necessary to the 
building to allow for the use and 


plans of these have been pre¬ 
pared. KFC would welcome 
your comments, views and opin¬ 
ion before finalising a planning 
application that would then be 
submitted to Epsom and Ewell 
Council and invite you to come 
along to an open evening to have 
a look at the plans, ask ques¬ 
tions and provide comments.” 

Vicki Everest, who lives in 
Bluegates in Ewell, said: “To say 
this is an utterly abhorrent 
use of this historic site is an 
understatement. 

“This cannot possibly be con¬ 
sidered appropriate or positive 
for the area, without even 


mentioning the increased noise, 
pollution, litter, negative impact 
on house prices or further con¬ 
gestion on an already danger¬ 
ously busy junction.” 

The pub started trading as the 
Organ Inn since 1780s, but was 
renamed the Organ and Dragon 
in 1978. 

A display of the plans and pro¬ 
posals will be held in the Studio 
Room at Bourne Hall, in Spring 
Street, Ewell, on August 22 from 
4pm to 8pm.

Not here: Protesters in Ashtead are concerned parking will be affected by a new Tesco 

Campaign still fears 
crisis with new store 


Fears that a new Tesco in 
Ashtead will cause a parking cri¬ 
sis remain despite the supermar¬ 
ket claiming a new report shows 
it will not be an issue. 

Campaigning group Save 
Ashtead’s Village Environment 
(Save) does not oppose having a 
Tesco Metro store in the Street, 
but believes that a lack of any on¬ 
site parking will negatively affect 
existing car parking spaces in the 
town - particularly the Ashtead 
Peace Memorial Hall car park. 

Tesco has repeatedly said there 
will be sufficient parking in 
Ashtead for all Tesco users even 
on the store’s busiest days, they 
believe a new report by Surrey 
County Council (SCC) supports 
this. 

Although Mole Valley Council 
is responsible for car parks, SCC 
is responsible for highways and

has found the parking needs gen¬ 
erated by a new Tesco would not 
cause a safety concern, with re¬ 
gards to on-street parking. 

This, they assert, is due to the 
controls in place to prevent addi¬ 
tional parking on the surround¬ 
ing streets. 

But Quentin Armitage, 
spokesman for Save, said Tesco 
was over-stating the report’s find¬ 
ings as it did not consider off- 
street parking in car parks - the 
type of parking that Save believed 
would be inadequate for cus¬ 
tomers of a new store and which 
would be negatively affected. 

The report stated: “The high¬ 
way authority is satisfied that 
even the peak parking demand 
shown in [Tesco’s] transport 


assessment would not cause a 
highway safety concern, as the 
main roads and junctions around 
the application site have existing 
on-street parking controls.” 

Simon Petar, corporate affairs 
manager at Tesco, said it was de¬ 
lighted with the report’s findings. 

He said: “SCC has independent¬ 
ly said there is enough parking 
provision for our proposed Metro 
store.” 

Mr Armitage said: “SCC is re¬ 
sponsible for parking on the 
roads and the reason it has said 
that this is OK, in terms of the 
Tesco development, is because a 
lot of the parking on the roads is 
controlled. 

“What Mole Valley Council has 
got to look at is the provision of 
off-street parking, such as car 
parks, and whether these are suf¬ 
ficient for the Tesco store.” 


Interim chief takes reins at council 


Mole Valley District Council 
has appointed a new interim 
chief executive following 
the departure of Darren 
Mepham. 

Yvonne Rees will remain 
a strategic director for 
customers and communities 
at the county council and will 
share her time between 
both authorities from 
September.

Volunteer librarians 
plan approved again

Controversial plans for 10 Surrey 
libraries to be run by volunteers 
have been approved by council¬ 
lors for a third time. 

At a cabinet meeting of Surrey 
County Council (SCC) on July 24, 
councillors again voted for the 
lesser-used branches, including 
Ewell Court, Stoneleigh and 
Tattenhams, to be run by trained 
volunteers by April 2013. 

Members of SCC’s communities 
select committee demanded the 
decision be called in for further 
scrutiny - on the basis that the 
decision was irrational and un¬ 
reasonable, and because of the 
public outrage that followed it. 

But, at the committee’s call-in 
meeting on Thursday, August 16, 
it ruled the plans could go ahead 
and the matter would not be re¬ 
ferred back to SCC’s cabinet for 
reconsideration. 

All seven Conservative mem¬ 
bers of the committee voted to 
proceed with the plan, with the 
two Liberal Democrat and two 
Residents’ Association members 
voting against it. 

Councillor Helyn Clack, SCC’s 
cabinet member for community 
services, said: “The way people 


use libraries is changing. The 10 
libraries becoming community 
partnerships account for just six 
per cent of all library use and 
have limited opening hours. 

“We’ve found a way to help 
smaller libraries thrive as we 
continue to adapt to the changing 
demands of library users, who 
now use the online library more 
than three million times a year. 

“Volunteers can now take a li¬ 
brary that is closed three days a 
week and open it daily.” 

The Surrey Libraries Action 


Movement (Slam), which opposes 
the plans, said the decision was 
“disappointing”. 

Its spokesman said: “Slam, rep¬ 
resentatives of the community li¬ 
braries and opposition 
councillors made the reasoned 
case for the decision to be re¬ 
ferred back to cabinet to enable 
other more reasonable alterna¬ 
tives to be considered. 

“But although the case to refer 
back seemed unanswerable, the 
politics of the situation was al¬ 
ways going to play the last card.”

Internet access tops list of 
mod cons we want in a home 


Homebuyers now expect to have immedi¬ 
ate access to the internet when they buy 
a new home. 

Two thousand people were asked 
which mod cons they deemed essential 
when moving into a new home. 

And whilst there were few shocks at 
the top of the list - with the humble ket¬ 
tle at number one - perhaps the most 


surprisingly popular ‘essential’ was in¬ 
ternet access with more than half of 
people moving home demanding the ser¬ 
vice, which scored higher than a toaster, 
iron and microwave.

And the younger you are, the 
less likely you are to want a 
music system or a DAB radio, 
which would indicate how more 
and more young 
people are ac¬ 
cessing 



music via their computers. Just 
one in 20 people aged 18 - 24 
years old required a DAB Radio, 
compared with one in five of the 
over 55s. 

James Holland, Managing Di¬ 
rector of The Co-operative Elec¬ 
trical which carried out the 
survey, said: “It shouldn’t sur¬ 
prise us that internet access has 
become so important to UK 
homeowners as more than three 
quarters of UK homes are online, 
compared with just over a third 
10 years ago, which is an enor¬ 
mous and rapid increase. I would 
expect the internet’s ‘essential’ 
status to rise over the years 
ahead. 

“I’m sure it will never topple 
the kettle in terms of popularity, 
but with more and more gadgets 
being controlled online, I doubt 
we’re too far away from ask¬ 
ing it to brew up via a

too long ago, after moving home 
people would unpack the kettle 
and toaster first but now people 
are more inclined to brew up and 
surf the net from their new 
home.” 

There were some interesting re¬ 
gional variations, as less than 
half of all Londoners thought an 
oven was an essential item, and 
only 45 per cent of Londoners 
and people living in the West 
Midlands said they needed a vac¬ 
uum cleaner. 

Homeowners in East Anglia 
and the north east had the high¬ 
est total demand for electrical 
items: East Anglians scored most 
for kettles, toasters, freeview 
boxes/satellite receivers, mi¬ 
crowaves and internet access. 

The north east topped the lists 
for tumble driers, irons, TVs, 

DVD players, games consoles, 
music systems and DAB radios. 

The exceptions were the south 
east, which had the highest de¬ 
mand for dishwashers, Northern 
Ireland, which topped the list for 
toastie makers, and the East Mid¬ 
lands, with the greatest demand 
for computers.

A new survey from Heritage 
Open Days finds that 44 per 
cent of British adults in 
Britain would be willing to 
open their home to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Home, for most Brits, has 
long been where the heart is, 
but a new survey from Her¬

J K Rowling’s residence.

The Service 
Wing has been restored and 
shows the working conditions 
for servants in the Victorian 
era. It includes dairy, sculleries, 
kitchen, larders and laundries.

the use of fruit and oak. Crisp 
and refreshing with peach 
and apricot flavours and a 
hint of lime, it has a pleasant 
lemon acidity offset by vanil¬ 
la notes. 

Chile enjoys great success 
with chardonnay, giving pro¬ 
ducers a great choice of cli¬ 
mates and soils, and it is now 
the country’s second most 
widely planted grape. 

Indeed, Chile’s fertile land 
has even proved a magnate 
for Brian Croser who has 
made his mark there and is a 
consulting winemaker at 
Santa Rita in cool-climate 
Leyda Valley.
